be forgotten and never to be 
forsaken so long as this re- 
public shall endure. 


'Twas but twenty-eight years ago 


that more than forty thousand 
Men in Blue came "home" to Get- 
tysburg for the fiftieth anniversary 
of the battle of Gettysburg. 


Twas but three years ago that 


some fourteen hundred Men in Blue 
came "home" to Gettysburg for the 
seventy-fifth 
anniversary 
of 
the 


battle of Gettysburg and the last 
joint reunion of the Blue and the 
Gray. 


Decorations in Place 


And now, for the Diamond Jubilee 


Anniversary of the founding of the 
Grand Anny of-tbe°*eputoli& and 
the seventy-fifth annual encamp- 
ment, three veterans in Blue come 
"home" to Gettysburg. 


And for this patriotic occasion 


Gettysburg has put on her holiday 
dress—the glorious Red, White anc 
Blue. From light standards and 
flag staffs; on wires stretched across 
the main streets of town; from 
store 
windows, 
and 
residential 


lawns, the flag which these men 
fought to preserve flies in the warm 
sunlight of a June day. 


Gettysburg is paying tribute to 


the Grand Army and the six af- 
filiated organizations during its 1941 
encampment. Some say it may be 
the last at which Men in Blue will 
attend, but State Commander Al- 
fred W. Gabrio says: "It will not!' 


"We have seven paid-up mem- 


bers of the GAR in Pennsylvania 
and a total of 115 veterans. Defi- 
nitely, this will not be our last en- 
campment," he said.

Sumner Welles Leaves

Washington, June 23—The United 


States c o n d e m n e d Germany's 
'treacherous attack" on Russia to- 
day and declared that "any rally- 
ing of the forces opposing Hitler- 
sm" would rebound to the bene- 
fit of American defense and secur- 


ity. 


The statement made by Sumner 


Welles, Undersecretary ~~o!State, 
after he had conferred with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt left open the ques- 
tion of whether lease-lend aid would 
be given to Soviet Russia. 


Welles said no communication had 


been received from the Soviet gov- 
ernment as yet and consequently the 
question had not been, decided by 
the American government. 


He said, however, that President 


Roosevelt had authority under the 
Lease-Lend Act to furnish aid to 
any country resisting aggression. 


The formal declaration of policy 


read by Welles at a large press con- 
ference declared the immediate issue 
before the American people was 
whether Hitler's plan for universal 
conquest was to be successfully 
halted and defeated. 


"In the opinion of this govern- 


ment," Welles said, "consequently 
any defense against Hitlerism, any 
rallying of the forces opposing Hit- 
lerism, from whatever source these 
forces may spring, will hasten the 
eventual downfall of the present 
German leaders and will therefore 
rebound to the benefit of our own 
defense and security 


"Hitler's armies are~~today the 


chief dangers of the Americas."

Washington, June 23 (AP)—Rigid 


measures to reduce domestic con- 
sumption of some foods—particu- 
larly butter, cheese, cream, evap- 
orated and whole milk and possibly 
canned tomatoes — may become 
necessary, farm officials said today 
if the United" States is to supply 
Great Britain with its minimum re- 
quests for these products. 


A recent Agriculture Department 


appeal to -farmers to produce more 
milk, has had some results, but not 
enough, officials said, to furnish 
Britain with the 250,000.000 pounds 
of cheese. 15,000,000 cases of evap- 
orated milk, and 25.000,000 pounds of 
dry skim milk it needs during the 
next 12 months. 


The dairy product supply situation 


has been complicated by a steadily 
rising demand in this country as a 
result of re-employment under the

Request 


The Adams County Council of 


Defense through its chairman, Judge 
W. C. Sheely, issued a public request 
to employers in the county to make 
special arrangements for young men 
who are required to register for 
military training on July 1 to get 
off work for a sufficient amount of 
time to permit them to go to one of 
the two selective service board of- 
fices in the county to register. 


The county council at the same 


time appealed to countians generally 
to display the American flag on the 
second registration day, July 1, when 
all young men who came of age 
since the other registration last Oc- 
tober will be listed under the Se- 
lective Service Act. 


Judge Sheely pointed out that 


differences in arrangements for the 
registration this time will require 
more time for the young men to 
reach the registration points and 
may le%d to a congestion in the last 
hours of the registration period. The 
first registration was handled by 
election boards in the various vot- 
ing districts of the county but this 
time all of the youths must go to 
one of two places—draft board of- 
fices in New Oxford or Gettysburg. 


The defense council is suggesting 


that employers'stagger their leaves 
of absence for affected employes 
throughout the day rather than 
forcing all of them to register in 
a comparatively short period at any 
time during the day or evening. 
' Today's appeal by the county de- 
fense council follows a request re- 
ceived from the state Council of De- 
fense which is headed by Governor 
James and is issued in coopera- 
tion with the two draft boards.

New York, June 23 (AP)—The 


1941 
edition of the yearbook of 


American churches reports there 
were 64,501,594 church "members in 
the United States in 1940, or about 
49 per cent of the population. 


The Methodist chulrch, recently 


united with its southern branch, 
recorded the largest enrollment—7.- 
377,487—of any Protestant denomi- 
nation. The northern and southern 
Baptist conventions were next with 
a combined total of 4,949,174. 


The yearbook said church mem- 


bership increased 786 per cent be- 
tween 1931 and 1940 


An analysis showed 244,319 


churches in the country, of which 
199,762 were affiliated with Protes- 
tant denominations having 50,000 
members or more: 18,733 Roman 
Catholic: 93 old Catholic: 809 East- 
ern Orthodox: 3,728 Jewish, and 21,- 
194 to "all other religious bodies." 


Roman Catholic members was re- 


ported as 21.284,455: Protestant (50,- 
000 members or more) 36.103.984; 
Jewish. 4.64U84: Old Catholic 25,- 
909: Eastern Orthodox, 735.440, and 
"all other bodies" 1.710.622.

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How much of the cost of all forms 


of state relief today is accounted for 
by unemployment relief? How much 
of the cost is accounted for by re- 
lief to unemployables, the handi- 
capped, chronically ill, aged, blind, 
and dependent children? The above 
map, based on a recent study, an- 
swers these questions for each of 
Pennsylvania's 67 counties. Only 
the four types of aid provided by 
the state through the County As- 
sistance 
Boards are considered. 


Adams County is one of 18 counties 
in which less than 10 per cent of 
the County Assistance Board's ex- 
penditures are for grants to families 
with one or more employable mem- 
bers. In this county, Executive Di- 
rector Col. J. L.. Barton reports, 
$19,593.00 or 95.4 per cent of the 
$20,530.00 expended during April 
lor grants of general assistance, old 
age assistance, aid to dependent 
children, and blind pensions went 
to cases having no member current- 
ly classified as employable. The 
April study showed in this county 
44 general assistance «ases with an 
employable member .seeking full- 
time work; 121 general assistance 
cases with no member able to work; 
507 old age assistance recipients; 
147 aid-to dependent children cases; 
and 75 blind pensioners. 


Seasonal' work in Adams County 


and vicinity in recent weeks has re- 
duced the figures shown above to 
eight general assistance cases with 
employable members; 110 general 
assistance cases -with no member 
able to work;"602 old age assistance; 
and 142 aid to dependent children 
cases as of June 1st, 1941. Eighty- 
one persons are now-receiving blind 
pensions. 


A more detailed study of the as- 


sistance rolls leads to the conclu- 
sion that the figures are not ex- 
cessively high. The head of the 
household in each of the present 110 
cases of general assistance with no 
member able to work (182 persons 
including dependents), although of 
employable age, suffers from men- 
tal or physical infirmities either to- 
tal or in part, hindering his earning 
power. 
Eight general assistance 


cases (comprised of 46 persons in- 
cluding dependents with an em- 
ployable member) are of temporary 
duration with early employment ex- 
pected. Five hundred and seven old 
age assistance recipients over 65 
years of age are without means of 
support other than their modest 
public assistance grants. Two hun- 
dred and fifty-five children under 
16 years of age, deprived of parents' 
support, are included in the 142 aid 
to dependent children cases. The 
necessity for assistance to this clas- 
sification as well as to the 81 blind 
pensioners is obvious. 


Of particular concern to the local 


board is rehabilitation for adults 
and energetic work among the chil- 
dren of dependents. Studies are 
being made on the health of relief 
recipients, their Housing and Sani- 
tation, and youth problems, with 
the purpose-of correcting some—of- 
the evils which tend to aggravate 
dependency.

Today's Talk

LOU GEHRIG 


R 


ECENTLY, as I drew up my 
typewriter to write this talk, 


in a beautiful vine-clad church, just 
a few minutes' walk from where I 
live, a group of close friends gather- 
ed to pay their last respects to the 
memory of a great human being — 
by many believed to be the greatest 
ball player of all time. 


The service lasted for less than 


ten minutes. The family requested 
no eulogy but the minister, in stat- 
ing this, probably gave in a few 
words what the most eloquent could 
not have equalled in an hour when 
he said, simply: "As it has been 
said—you all knew him." 


Yes. 
we all knew him. Even those 


of us who never met or talked with 
him. 
We saw him in action. We read 


of his unique triumphs, gloried in 
his fame, and were thrilled by his 
matchless simplicity and modesty 
in the face of cheers for him that 
rocked many a great stadium. We 
saw his big frame at the bat. at first 
base, and upon the street. He was 
the ideal idol of the small boy, and 
of us all. who looked upon him as a 
game and sterling sportsman. 


But what added so much lustre to 


the name of Lou Gehrig was the 
fact that while he lived and played 
under the shadow of another fa- 
mous ball player, the character of 
the man stood out in bold relief. 
Great as was Gehrig as a ball play- 
er, it took more than this to draw 
the spontaneous affection of mil- 
lions to him. He never sought the 
spotlight. He was' "The Iron Horse," 
stout in body and armored with 
courage in his heart. 


The love that people had for this 


man was sincere and deep-buried. 
He was devoid of all' boast, and 
faithful to his task. For 14 years he 
gave pleasure to, and inspired mil- 
lions. He broke record after record, 
and although he was but 37 years

about 150 or 151 pounds," with a 
fair amount of white hair, and only 
five feet five and one-half inches 
tall, sat in a comfortable arm chair 
in the Hotel Gettysburg lobby Sun- 
day afternoon. He looked the pic- 
ture of peace and happiness. 


He appeared to be like one hold- 


ing court for he was besieged on all 
sides by men and women, mostly 
women, eagerly clutching his hand, 
smiling 
pleasant 
greetings 
and 


cheerfully saying: "Hello Mr. Com- 
mander. How are you? I'm cer- 
tainly glad to see you." 


Active At 95 


The "little old man" was happy. 


He seemed as bright as a new dol- 
lar. He appeared far more youth- 
ful than his years, 95, in his striped 
flannels, and light blue coat, white 
shirt and collar, soft toned tie and 
his black silver-banded cane lean- 
ing against his crossed-legs. 


To each and every visitor, and 


there were many who came to pay 
their respects, he was as cheerful 
and pleasant 
and "gay" as a 


"youngster." 


This "little old man" was Com- 


rade Alfred W. Gabrio, of Hazleton, 
Commander, Pennsylvania Depart- 
ment, Grand Army of the Republic, 
and he was attending his first en- 
campment as the most 
important 


delegate. He was thoroughly enjoy-- 
ing his position and the honor of 
being "guest of honor." These were 
"his" folks. They were delegates 
and visitors from the six allied or- 
ganizations 
who annually 
meet 


wherever the Council of Adminis- 
tration of the GAR elects to meet. 


Father In Two Wars 


Alfred W. Gabrio was born in 


White 
Haven, Luzerne County, 


Pennsylvania, February 3, 1846. His 
father served in the Mexican War 
and this heritage was to be handed 
down to_three sons, all of whom 
served their country, and served it 
well. 


Comrade Gabrio was fifteen years 


of age when the Civil War broke out 
and his father and two brothers en - 
listed. Mrs. Gabrio had a horror of 
war. 
She feared its consequences 


and she feared for her husband and 
two sons in service and her son and 
two daughters who were left in her 
care. 


Joins Illinois Infantry 


Mrs. 
Gabrio bundled her son, Al- 


fred, and her two daughters and 
moved to Illinois where she settled 
on a farm. Not long after her ar- 
rival in Illinois, Alfred Gabrio ran 
away from home and enlisted. He 
served one year and five months 
with Company "K" of the 139th Il- 
linois Infantry, in .the 
western 


campaign and at the conclusion of 
the conflict returned home. Then 
Mrs. 
Gabrio returned to 
Pennsyl- 


vania where her husband and two 
other sons joined her. 


Young Gabrio worked at the 


blacksmith trade for twenty-seven 
years. He "worked for a company" 
for awhile, then went into business^ 
for himself, taking on 
carpenter 


contracts together with his art of 
blacksmithing and wagon making. 


Gabrio was an early member of 


the GAR. He served in many po- 
sitions and took an active part in 
affairs of his home post, his state 
department and the National De- 
partment. He served his home post 
as Adjutant for many years. 


Years passed and Gabrio, ac- 


cumulating "a small fortune," de- 
cided to retire. His main interest 
in life then really became the GAR. 
He longed to serve as a State Com- 
mander and he achieved that am- 
bition last year when he was elected 
to the highest 
office 
his Penn- 


sylvania comrades could pay him. 


"Glory And Fame" 


Now, 
at Gettysburg, where his 


father and two brothers fought with 
the 12th Pennsylvania Cavalry, the 
4th U. S. Field Artillery and the 
18th 
Pennsylvania Volunteers, his 


father as a Cavalry captain, Com- 
mander Gabrio enjoys the spotlight 
of glory and fame. He appreciates 
the fact that the ranks of his com- 
.rades have thinned/ 
considerably 


in recent years. He knows that 
eventually the last member of the 
Grand Army of the Republic will 
have heard the soldier's last call— 
"Taps"—in life his lullaby, in death 
his requiem. 


However, so long as Comrade Ga- 


brio is spared this life the GAR will 
continue to function, officially, for 
Comrade Gabrio is that kind of a 
"little old man."
